INDIANAPOIJIS, Ind., April 27.—The 
second day's session of the middle dis- 
trict of the German Evangelical Luther- 
an Synod at St. Paul's church yesterday 
was well attended throughout. 
The 
morning meeting was devoted to dis- 
cussing the doctrine of the real presence 
of the body and blood of Jesus Christ, 
as implied in the Lord's supper. 
This, 
it was held, is the correct doctrine for 
the church worship, for it is possible for 
Christ's body and blood to be wherever 
He wills to have it. 
His ascension into 
heaven, miraculous as it was, does not 
render this omnipresence impossible, 
and its representation is held sacred in 
the sacrament. 


At the afternoon session. Rev. G. 
Haefner was elected assistant secretary. 
The matter of home missions was dis- 
cussed to some extent. 
It was decided 
that the Second congregation of Louis- 
ville, which is embraced in the middle 
district, should receive $200 for two 
years toward the support of a pastor. 
The same appropriation was made for 
the congregation at Elmo, Ohio, while 
to that at Brazil $300 was alloted, and to 
that at Orrville, Ohio, $100.

for Fulton county, Georgia. 
He only 
wanted one copy.

The Deth's-Head Moth. 


A short time before the outbreak of 
the French Revolution there appeared 
in Europe a large moth, bearing on 
the back of its thorax a hideous death's 
head. 
It had been imported into 
Europe with its native plant, the po- 
tato. 


It was not long before it was found 
that this ominous-looking insect de- 
stroyed and devastated the hives of 
bees, feeding on the honey it plun- 
dered from them. It swooped down 
in the dead of night, making havoc of 
the hive, and resistance was in vain, as 
the stings of the bees could not pene- 
trate the soft, downy covering of the 
moth. 


The owners of bees tried various 
means to prevent the onslaught of this 
terrible enemy, but all in vain, and at 
last the bees solved the problem them- 
selves. 


They built a wall of wax with loop- 
holes in it sufficiently large to allow 
themselves to ¡»ass but 
not 
large 
enough to admit their enemy. 


In 
appearance 
the 
death's-head 
moth is large and dark-colored, with 
yellow markings, and measures about 
five inches from tip to tij) of its ex- 
tended wings. 
On the thorax or 
middle portion of the body are pale 
markings, 
representing 
a 
hideotis 
death's head, hence the name of the 
insect. 


The caterpillar is greenish yellow, 
with black spots on the back and cross 
lines of blue and white. 
It is our com- 
mon potato worm. 


One of the strange characteristics of 
tlii.s ])eculiar moth is a plaintive, squeak- 
ing sound which it emits, the manner 
of its production liaving as yet no sat- 
isfactory explanation. 


On account of the jnratical markings 
on its thorax, it has always l)eeu re- 
garded with superstitious dislike and 
aversion. 


In Mauritius a superstition prevails 
that it sheds a dust from its wings 
that causes immediate blindness if it 
falls ui)on a person. For this reason, 
when one of the moths enters a habi- 
tation a scene of consternation ensues. 


The chrysalis is quite interesting, 
somewhat resembling a jug in its 
shape. 
The long handle is commonly 
supiK)sed to be the tail of the insect, 
but is in reality the tongue-case. 
This 
latter organ—the tongue—is of extra- 
ordinary length, to enable it to reach 
after tlie honey in flowers having a deep 
corolla. 
A Madagascar sijecies has a 
tongue 9i inches in length. 


The chrysalis is frequently found in 
digging in the ground where ])otatoes 
have ])een planted.—Noble M. Eber- 
hart, Fh. D. 


Pepper Poultices. 


A dear friend of mine, who was a 
born doctor, used to come in every day 
to see how her baby was thriving, be- 
cause it was my first one, and she al- 
ways claims a share of the little one 
She would so often help me out in 
"cases of emergency. For instance, il 
the baby had taken cold, and hei 
breathing was hard and quick, Mrs. D. 
would say she must make a jiepper 
I)oultice. 
After baby was dressed for 
the night, Mrs. D. would go to the 
kitchen, get a small stewpan, put in 
about a cup of milk, and set it on the 
stove. As it heated she stirred in the 
ground, black pepper, a little at a time, 
till it was a thick paste. Then she took 
old flannel and spread on it this paste, 
an inch thick, and put it on as Avarm as 
the child could bear it, letting it come 
up on the throat and as high up on the 
shoulders as possible, pinning it with 
safety pins to the little undershirt. 
It 
will not blister, and the pepper will 
keep it warm a loAg time; in fact, all 
night, if the little one is sleeping com- 
fortably. For that reason I prefer it to 
any other kind; and if the child should 
waken, I never think it is best to take 
off a poultice unless I hav^ another one 
hot, or a thick piece of flannel real hot, 
to put in its place. This is also good 
for croup, asthma, or any acute inflam- 
mation of the throat and lungs. 
I 
hope some of our readers will try it and 
let us have the benefit of their experi- 
ence.—-Xodi««' Home ConipanUm.

A Town of Fifteen Tboasimd 
Popnlation 
Without Shelter or Provlalons—A Graph- 
ic Recital of the Confaslon—Dlsgrantled 
Boomera B o o n d t o H a v e Homes. 


[Arkanias City (Kan.) special.] 


NFOBMATION from 
Gnthrle, I. T., of the 
23d Inst., is to the ef- 
fect that that town 
is plunged in seem- 
i n ^ y 
inextricable 
conlbBion, a state of 
affairs that pertains 
throughout the en- 
tire Oklahoma coun- 
try. The differences 
of rival factions that 
seék to control 
the 
town have baffled the 
efforts of half a dozen 
public meetings to 
settle them. Tiua ex- 
citement is at very 
high pitch and confidence is beginning to waver. 
The suffering of the 15,000 unsheltered and un> 
provisioned people is something that could be 
endured only amid such 4t furor. The Guthrie 
correspondent continues: Thousands are flee- 
ing the 
town and the country, but 
thou- 
sands more have poured in. There is a feeling 
of wild 
uncertainty and apprehension that 
amounts to distraction. 
There is no food, no 
water, no cover from the bitter cold of the 
nights and the withering heat of the day. 
The 
railroad is gorged with business and is tempos 
rarily inoperative. 
The town site is changed 
every hour by the rival parties, as each secures 
a temporary dominance. 
Not a building has 
been 
started, 
and 
but 
few 
tents 
have 
been 
reared. 
Nobody 
knows 
where 
the 
streets are, every one is just now yielding all 
things else to a clamor iorlood, 
drink and shel- 
ter or means of flight. 


The sight at Guthrie upon which the sun rose 
this morning was probably never before wit- 
nessed in the history of the world. The majority 
of the 15,000 people lay blaukelloss Upon the 
"ound, either guarding thoir claims or slumber- 
g where they had fallen of fatigue. Upon the de- 
pot platform they lay as close as corded wood, and 
in the few tents they crowded in huddled masses. 
As many as could took the meager 
shelter 
afforded, but there quickly came a limit to capa- 
city, beyond which neither tears nor bribes 
could prevail. Among the thousands stretched 
on the ground were women, many of them of 
respectable quality. 
Those who could 
not 
sleep—and they 
were legion—in 
the 
sting- 
ing 
cold 
crouched 
in 
groups, 
swearing

or weeping as suited their spirits. 
The sun 
fairly leaped out of the prairie and within two 
hours the cold had been supplanted by a Sahara 
heat. The wind rose, 
but 
without cooling 
effect. 
It blew a hot sirocco that scorched the 
flesh and filled the air with blinding; alkali dust. 
To complete the general misfortunes the only 
largo tent, accommodating 150 iieople, fell uii- 
der stress of the furnace blast. 
It could not be 
repaiied and other tents could 
scarcely bo 
mounted. 


The climate provokes an insatiable thirst, 
and water was the first supply to fail. There is 
little stream near by, but the water is too 
strongly alkaline to drink. The railroad tank 
that takes its supply by a gravity pipe from a 
distant elevated spring afforded the only pos- 
sible drinkable water, and it is brackish. 
It 
was attacked by thousands of people until the 
railway people called the military to protect it, 
under a pretense that they needed the water to 
operate the road. 
The tankman, however, sold 
the water at 5 cents a pint thereafter, as did 
the locomotive engineers from the tanks of their 
engines. 


The railroad seems to be completely pros- 
trated and does not deliver the baggage of the 
suffering throngs. 
Pneumonia and 
sunstroke 
are beginning to claim their victims, but the 
sick have neither refuge nor sympathy. 
The 
whole scene, in its countless, varied, and painful 
details, is simply indescribable. 
Here stands a 
bij; city out of doors and without 
supi>lie8. 
Only one train left over the crippled road, and 
it was crowded beyond additional space for a 
mouse on the floor or a sparrow on the roof. 
Those who could not get on cheered defiantly as 
the train pulled out and another just as crowded 
pulled in from the north. 


The correspondent secured a footing on the 
pilot of the locomotive to reach Arkansas Citv, 
nearly eighty miles north, with this dispatch. 
Along the route during the long hours of the 
laggard ride, scorces of boomer wagons could bo 
seen forging northward across the Cherokee 
strip, retracing the hard journey they had but 
just completed.

Fourteen miles west of Oklahoma City a man 
named Martin was found by a patrol Industri- 
ously building a sod house. A few yards dis- 
tant a man lay shot through the body and dead.

A Texan named Davis took the word of leave 
at noon on the southern Hue. with the soldiers 
as witnesses, and ran his horse across the 
intervening twelve miles and the two Can- 
adian Rivers to Oklohoma City in forty minutes.

I am assured by a 
smart little French maid that it is quito un- 
usual to supply a bath in the room of a 
guest. This same little French maid knocked 
at the door of the bath when I was covered 
with nothing but water this morning. I 
explained that I could not open for her at 
just that moment. 


"But, M'sieu, I bring nothing but the 
rough towel." 


She evidently assumed that because she 
brought a rough towel she might enter 
officially. 


My excellent room, furnished in far bet- 
ter style than the usual hotel room in 
America, with a handsomely carved cham- 
ber-set of mahoKany, haavy silk curtains, 
pictures, candelabra, and a fine bronze 
clock, costs me five francs a day. 
Service 
is one franc extra. My service consists of 
the little maid and a simpering man. The 
maid does all the work. The man appears

to ovf^rlook things, and is sittinsr in his lit- 
tle office most of the time roadinfi a paper. 
He is a great smiler. 
Every time I pass his 
door he gazes out and contributes a most 
encouraing smile.

and tho neat little maid does tho work. 
I 
handed her an extra franc to-day. 
As I 
passed the door of the "service" ten min- 
utes later the man east th s brightest smile 
upon me that he had yet accorded. 
I knew 
lie hud that franc in his inside pocket. 


The people employed about the hotel all 
speak good enough English. 
The mau in 
the ascenceur (elevator) rather disconcert- 
e.l me on my ilrst trip up-stairs when I 
timidly ventured to say: 
"Le iroisieme, .s'il vous plait.' 
"Third floor? Yes, sir," he replied, in the 
most American style of English. Then he 
looked at me and smiled. 
"You are American?" I said. 
"I am a New-Yorker; I ran tho elevator 
at the Windsor for four years," 


The call-boys are French, but every one 
of them speaks English perfectly. They are 
in uniform—blue, with 
red caps bound 
round with gold braid. 


The Eden Theater and the Folios Bergeres 
are the two great variety houses in I'aris. 
I dropped into tho Eden the other night, 
and saw about such a performance as we 
have at an American vaudeville. 
I wa« not 
so much interested with what I saw on the 
stage as I was with what took place in the 
audience and around the lobbie.«. 
Tlie 
brazen mfinner of the young woman who 
sold me a bill and turned down my seat for 
mo was reft-eshing. She took her tip ivs a 
newsboy iii Now Yor^ would take his money 
for an evening paper—just as if it had been 
fairly earned. 
Leading from the lobby 
which encircled the stalls in tho Eden is a

large and lofty foyer. Around the e<lgo of 
this are small bars, with one or two flashy 
women standing behind them. 
As you 
saunter alon:: you are asked to set up tho 
drinks, and very often a girl comes out from 
behind tho bar. takes your arm without 
asking your leave, and does all she knows 
how to do to drag you back to where she 
serves iced absinthe. This in a theater as 
handsome as any in America. It is not In 
the least fascinating, for the women are so 
dettantly bold, and they expose themselves 
so commonly, that it must be a very far- 
gone man indeed who will do more than 
take a look at them and pass on. 


I was having mv roll and coffee at a table 
in front of the Cafe de la I'aix at 11 o'clocic 
yesterday morning, and enjoyingthe splen- 
did concourse of equipages and the gor- 
geous 
panorama of 
rromenaders 
that 
streamed in rivers of colors along the Hue 
de la Paix Md the Avenue de I'Opera. One 
incident was decidedly entertaining to me. 
Two landaus, one going up the avenue, the 
other going down, passed each other direct- 
ly in front of where I sat 
I immediately 
recognized the occupants of each carriage. 
One was a most remarkable figure of a 
woman, with sleepy eyes, yellow hair, and 
her mouth drawn down sharply at the cor- 
ners. She hold a lilac-colored parasol over 
her head and she aysemed dreaming of some- 
thing miles away. But when her carriage 
passed the other one that I mentioned her 
sleepy eyes gave one quick, sidelong gleam 
and rested on the woman sitting there.

Everyone drives out through tbe Champs 
Elysee and into the Bois de Boulogne each 
afternoon. But the approach to the park 
here is the flnest part of the drive. The 
broad, hard road, sku ted by trees, with the 
walk on each side and the nouses beyond, 
is perhaps as splendid a thoroughfare as 
can be found in the world. One is struck 
at once by the immense variety of people 
and vehicles that follow one another out of 
the city on these bright afternoons.

Strayed most accidentally about at us two 
or three times. 
I had sworn that one was

Mrs. Fisher and Miss Warner, of Japan, 
and Miss E. M. Pendleton and Mrs. W. 
E. Knox, all of whom are doing excel- 
lent work in that capacity. 


Speaking of special work, she said 
$2,050 had been raised for the Bancho 
school, $1,050 for the Oroomiah semi- 
nary, $2,500 for the Teheran hospital, 
and $2,500 for the Chieng Mai church, 
the last two gfifts being left as a legacy. 


The number of new societies that have 
been received during the year was 65, 
with 96 bands, making a total of 1798 
auxiliaries, 696 of which were young 
people's societies. 
The numbei of life 
members received during the same time 
was 166, with seven honorary members. 
At the last annual meeting in Free- 
port, 111., she said, we looked into the 
faces and listened to the voices of sever- 
al who were under appointment to the 
foreign field. ' Of that number Dr. Alice 
Mitchell was prevented from going by 
dangerous illness, and her place was 
supplied by Dr. Marian Sinclair, who, 
with Miss McKillican, a trained nurse, 
sailed for China Octobor 1, to take 
charge of the women's hospital 
at 
Pekin. 


Miss Jennie Wheeler started on the 
10th of May for Mexico; Miss Cora Laf- 
ferty early in August for Osaka, Japan; 
Dr. Mary Bradford and Miss Anna Iftel- 
ton left for Persia, September 15th and 
several young ladies have gone from our 
district to foreign lands as missionary's 
wifes. Of the latter are: Mrs. Hugh 
Taylor to Lakawn in the Laos country; 
Mrs. Alfred Taylor, Mrs. J. M. Leon- 
ard and Mrs. J. B. Ayers to Japan, and 
Mrs. V. F. Partch, to China. 


A few candidates are still with us, 
among whom are Dr. Mary Brown, of 
the Ann Arbor Medical University, for 
China, and Dr. Mary J. Smith, of the 
Chicago Woman's Medical college, for 
Persia. We have also accepted the 
Misses Margaret and Annabel Gault, of 
Illinois, but they wiU ^remain in this 
country a year longer for preparation. 
Miss Jennie Lewis, of Morrison, 111., 
has also been appointed to go to Osaka, 
Japan, but owing to the failing health 
of her parents, her departure has been 
postponed. 


Five young missionary wifes have 
also been added to our list as follows:

MBS. BHEA S SPEECH. 
'I wish I could speak of the costly 
gems placed in the Bedeemer's crown. 
In the principles of this meeting, in the 
work^of our board, in our president's 
labors, in the work of our executive com- 
mittee, in the precious work of our aux- 
illiary societies, in the systematic and 
careful, loving work that is done all 
over the world—and there are such 
grand, rich jewels in the crown. And 
they are so dear, so precious, these lov- 
ing sons and daughters, these precious 
children of our hearts; tljfcse who ofifer 
their young, ardent minds to carry the 
gospel to the heathen. 


"Yes, they are ours to love and to 
help, their faults, their weaknesses, their 
failures and their trials we are responsi- 
ble for, for we have sent them out. 
That is what our board exists for, to 
send them; they are our missionaries. 


"We feel as if we were almost in the 
presence of the heathen, these faces 
have looked into their eyes, these hands 
have touched theirs, these ears that are 
so glad to hear our voices and hear the 
gospel have also heard the heathen 
speak in their strange tongues of the 
wonderful work of God. 


"These ears, oh, blessed ears, that 
have heard the joyful sound, have heard 
the heathen woman asking, "What can 
do to be saved?" 
"They have heard them ask for Christ, 
they have heard them praise his name, 
they have witnessed that 
wonderful 
transformation of heathen women being 
converted to Christ.: 


'These missionaries have looked into 
the eyes of the heathen women and from 
their eyes down into their souls, for 
women see into women's souls. 


"These eyes 
have shed tears for 
heathen women; that is one of the 
things that missionaries have eyes for, 
that they may shed tears. 


"I would that every heart here may be 
prepared like a camera and take a photo- 
g^ph to carry home this picture that is 
before us to-day." 


The speaker then introduced the fol« 
lowing missionaries: 
Miss Smith, who 
goes to Teheran, Persia; Miss Pendle- 
ton, whose mission is at India; Miss 
Mclntosch, who goes to South America; 
Misses Davis and Gibbons to India; 
Miss Holliday, whom the speaker .said 
went to Persia from Indianapolis; Miss 
Ward, "who has the word China writ- 
ten on her heart; Mrs. Johnson, who 
also goes to China. 


"We have had," Mrs. Bhea contin- 
ued, "the blessing which we asked, we 
have had the best meeting that we have 
ever enjoyed, and we can go to carry 
out the plans revealed to us. 


"I am sure that we can all go home,, 
and when we report to our societies 
there about this meeting I hope the first 
words that will come to our lips will be, 
'We had a good time, the Lord was 
there, I never loved him so much.'

The Peking Official Gazette^vX 
the following: The Governor of Yx 
nan states that in some of the countiJF;' 
districts of that province the villager» 
have a horrible custom of bumiixg to 
death any men caught stealing com ol 
fmits in the fields. They at the same 
time compel the man's relatives to sign 
a document giving their consent to what 
is done,' and then make them light the 
fire with their own hands, so as to detec 
them from lodging a ccnnplaint after* 
ward. Sometimes the horrible penal^ 
is exacted for the breaking of a sin^^ 
branch or stalk, or even false acousa> 
tions are made and meia are put to death 
out of spite. 
This terrible jxactice^ 
which seems incredible when heard, 
came into use during the time of the 
Yimnan rebellion, and the constant ef-* 
forts of the authorities hAve not sac* 
ceeded in extirpating it since. 
Last 
autumn a case of the kind occurred m 
the Chluching prefecture. 
One even* 
ing a man named Peng Choa-Sheng 
was going down to watch his own field. 
His path led him along the side of a 
patch of maize belonging to another 
man. As he passed he pulled off a head 
of com. 
The owner saw him and 
shouted out, upon which he dropped 
the corn and fled- The owner went 
and told the landlord, upon which the 
latter proposed that the pilferer should 
be burned. 


The two men having agreed, next 
morning they laid the matter before the 
assembly of the ^•illagers. 
As the mat* 
ter was so trifling some ad\Tsed that ii 
should be let drop, but their opinion 
was not listened to. 
On the following 
day the two men seized their victim and 
bound him. 
The poor man's mothei 
came with all her relatives and begged 
for mercy. 
She offered to make atone* 
ment by forfeiting the whole of hex 
property to tbe community, but tdl she 
could say was of no avuiL The men re- 
fused to give way and ordered her to 
give her consent to the murder in wnt* 
ing, threatening her that otherwise they 
would put her to death also. 
Overcome 
by fear she asked a stranger, a travel- 
ing doctor to write the required paper 
for her. 
They then piled up a heap oi 
brushwood in an empty place outside 
the village and the next day at noon 
carried the man out and laid him bound 
upon it. 
The woman was compelled to 
set fire to the fagots, and her son waa 
burned to death. 
Afterward, as soon 
as she could, she stole away to the town 
and gave information to the authorities. 
The two men were immediately ar- 
rested. 
One of them, the landlord, 
died in prison, but the other was sent to 
the provincial capital for trial.

In addition to the 
usual prorisioss concerning the duties 
of State officers and courts, which are 
substantially taken from the older State 
Constitutions, the new Constitution 
makes it obligatory upon the Legisla- 
ture to submit a woman-suffrage amend 
ment, likewise a prohibitory amend- 
ment, to a vote of the people. An ef- 
fort was made also to secure minority 
representation in the lower house, but 
this failed. As the bill under which 
the State is admitted provides for a 
second ratification of the Constitution 
it is possible the prohibition amend- 
ment may be rejected, as it was only 
carried in 1885 by a majority of 354 in 
a total vojke of over 30,000. Minority 
representation may not fare as well, as 
it was defeated by 5,304 votes.

W H E N tlie old drifts of the Ophir 
mine at Virginia City, Nev., were 
oi)eued the other day it was found that 
a tremendous growth of fungi had in 
some places nearly closed the passages. 
It grew from top and bottom, and the 
sides were dotted with it; but the 
fungi growing from the bottom was 
different from the other. The foot-wall 
fungi had in several instances raised 
stones weighing from fifty to one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, and some were 
held in the air at a height of over three 
feet. 
Some of the fungi resembled 
luiman hair, they were so fine; some 
were five or six feet long and as large 
as a broom handle; another kind ter- 
minated in a sort of bulbous blossom; 
others hung from the roof and looked 
like serpents. 
The heaviest growth 
was in the darkest parts. 


IT is very rare that savages give 
names to extensive lands as a whole, 
says the New York /^un in reply to a 
correspondent's question. 
If they live 
on a very large island they are ac- 
(piainted Avith only a small part of it, 
and give names only to those portions 
Avith Avhich they are familiar. 
The 
largest islands of the Pacific have no 
native names.

As a 
rule Pacific explorers were careful to 
retain native names if they could as- 
certain them. Cook was particularly 
desirous to retain native names, but he 
gave English names to all his greater 
discoveries, because he could find no 
other appellations. 
The names of all 
the larger Pacific islands give us an 
easy clue to the nationality of the ex- 
plorers, for we ?;an usually tell at a 
glance whether they were found by 
English, French, Spanish, German, or 
Dutch discoverers.

address that day the 
great 
man 
echoed 
the 
sentiments 
of 
those 
who 
framed 
the 
Constitution of 
the new government 
when he spoke of the 
work of the future as 
"an experiment." The 


work before the first President and his as- 
sociates was ftillof difflculty. Statesmen of 
the Highest order of intallect. some, indeed, 
in the Cabinet of Washington. lacked faith 
even in republicanism: others trembled for 
the success of the new plan. 
After three 
months of labor in meeting the questions 
that came up, ICadison. still a member of 
Congress, wrote: "We are in a wilderness 
without even a 
footstep to guide us." 
Washington, a republican, from the deep 
sincerity of his nature, gave to the plan the 
füll weight of his influence, and was a tower 
of strength. 
As difficulties were overcome 
doubts were dispelled. 
The government in 
a few years proved adequate to meet every 
emergency. 
It was firmly established. The 
third President, 
in 
his in&ugural. pro- 
nounced it "the strongest government on 
earth." and "the onlv one where every man. 
at the call of the' law, would fly to the 
standard of the law, and would meet inva- 
sions of the public order as his own per- 
sonal concern." 


Thus was the work of the revolution at 
length accomplished by the embodiment of 
the ideas of local self-government, and of 
national union in the Constitution as the 
organic law, and the establishment of a re- 
publican government that met the wants of 
the new nation. 
The result was hailed with 
joy by men of liberal views all over the 
world. 
The feeling of this school was ex- 
pressed by Sir James Mackintosh as he 
wrote: 
"America has emerged from her 
struggle into tranquillity and freedom, into 
affluence and credit; and the authors of her 
Constitution have constructed a great per- 
manent experimental answer to the soph- 
isms and declarations of the detractors of 
liberty.' 


The results of a retrospect of a century's 
growth in those fields which sug,'est a com- 
parison between our own and "the contem- 
poraneous development of other nations 
are such as to awaken a feeling of just pride 
in every American citizen. 
And the reflec- 
tions naturally deduced from these results 
as to the characteristic features of our peo- 
ple contradict those which are drawn from 
a superficial review of the social and politi- 
cal abuses of the day, and are most reassur- 
ing as to the hooeful future of this republic. 


'ihe entire policy and force of England 
was directed to the suppression ana de- 
struction of the commerce and internal im- 
provement of its American colonies. 
Trior 
to the year 1800, eight or ton keel-boats of 
about twenty-five tons each performed all 
the carrying trade between Cincinnati and 
Pittsburg. 
Hamilton, when Secretary of 
State, in his report under the head of coal, 
notes: 
"There are several mines in Vir- 


f 
inia now worked. 
There is something." 
e ssiys, also, "in the texture of cotton 
which adapts it in a peculiar degree to the 
application of machines." 
What are coal 
and cotton to this nation, to the world, to- 
day? 
Within seven months of this year 
nearly 5,0(K),ÜÜÜ yards of our cotton cloths 
competed with the British manufactures; 
9,0(X),000 yards went to Mexico; 5.000,000 to 
Central America; 6,000,000 to the West In- 
dies; 21,000.000 to South American States; 
9,000,000 to China; and 5.000,000 to other 
Asiatic countries, and, besides, we have 
supplied our own 60,000,000 of population. 
This is the century's statement for manu- 
factured cotton cloth alone. 


Even Jefferson, the writer of the immor- 
tal Declaration—in intellect the most widely 
infiuential of our early statesmen—failed at 
first to grasp the powers within our com- 
mand. 
Before the revolution there was not 
a real city in Virginia. 
Every planter had 
his own "landing-place,'" was his own factor, 
and possessed his own artisans. 
.Jefferson 
wrote, then: "Let our workshops remain in 
Europe," for "the mobs of great cities add 
just so much to the support of pure govern- 
ment as sores do to the strength of the hu- 
man body." But Mr. Jefferson grew as oc- 
casion demanded. 
It was in his adminis- 
tration that we acquired Louisiana, and no 
single act of the Government has had more 
to do with the events of American history 
than the "Louisiana purchase." 
It was the 
foundation upon which was erected 
the 
grand superstructure of commonwealths ex- 
tending 
to 
the 
Pacific 
coast, and 
it 
Involved the discussion of those questions 
which have been forever determined under 
the flag that new waves over 
a united

fleet that defeated the Spanish Armada, 


The citizens of Europe cannot purchase 
the necessaries of life that are common to 
the American working-people. By official 
reports of consuls, the price of food in Great 
Britain is twenty-five per cent higher than 
in New York, and fifty jper cent, higher than 
in Chicago. 
Ail is bright in the luture foe 
the workers of the Bepublic, while those in 
Eurofte have no "better days* to contem- 
plate: they must either toil and mourn to 
the bitter end or emigrate. 
As the old bal- 
lad runs: 
And the smith complains to the anvil's song,

And the mills of God are slow to grind.

Manufactures were in their infancy even 
in Europe at the period of Waterloo (1815). 
To-day the United States stands first of all 
countries of the world; the annual product 


'millions. 
Then one-fifth were, BOW nearly 
three<flfths are. citizens of the 
United 
States. 
Thus the increment of the oentory 
represents the multiple of seventeen in the 
United States una of four in England and 
her colonies. 
The same ratio of increase 
to the end of 1989 would augment the 
world's English to nearly fifroen hundred 
millions, and the continuance of the same 
proportions would put nearly six-sevenths 
of that number in the United States.

be citizens of the United States.

unforeseen causes may intervene and chock 
our marvelous advance, all conditions, past 
and present, warrant the belief that with 
wise policy the American republic) will dom- 
inate every square mile on the 
continent 
before the year 2000 A. D. 
Its banner of 
the eighteenth century waved over 
one 


secured equal privileges to all. and gave 
free scope to the enterprise and industry of 
the inhabitants. 


The Government under Jefferson pre- 
sented a contrast to the Federal administra- 
tions which pnwseded it. in simplicity and 
an utter absence pf pomp and style in pub- 
lic ceremonies.

$515; Russia, $530. 


The Americans are the best-fed people of 
the present age, and therefore they are able 
to accomplish the greatest amount of best 
work. 
According to Yauban, Boss aet, and 
Lagrange (three names illustrious in war. 
religion, and science, respectively), "that 
country

prosperous in which the inhabitants 
are 
able to have the largest ratio of moat for 
their food." The United States consumes 
120 pounds of meat per inhabitant; 
the 
United Kingdom, 110 pounds; Franco, 6G 
pounds; Switzerland, 51 pounds; Germany, 
48 pounds; Scandinavia, 45 pounds; Russia, 
44 pounds, and so on downward to Portu- 
gal, with 20 pounds per head per year. 


Even up to 1850 the United States used at 
intervals to import wheat from 
Europe: 
whereas now it produces one-third of the 
world's crop. 
Facilities for transportation 
have so improved that wheat grown on the 
Mississippi is now sold as cheap in Europe 
as that raised on the Don or the Danube, 
while filty years a?o the moujiks of the Don 
had such abundant crops that wheat was too 
cheap to pay the cost of freight even to the 
nearest port. 


In 1780 and 1781, the mess bill of a Con- 
tinental officer shows that he paid for sugar 
$14. $16 and $18 a pound; twist silk, $10 per 
yard; three brushes and a black ball, $95; 
a black silk handkerchief $75; eggs. $12 per 
dozen. When our postofflee was established, 
in May. 1794, a single letter cost six cents for 
thirty miles; over 450 miles twenty-five cents. 
Of our present annual production, about 
$40,000.000 of silver and $22.000,000 of gold 
are afail;ible for coinage, the remainder 
being used in the arts. 
From the date of 
enactment of our first coinage law, in 1792, 
to tne beginning of the present year, the 
production of the United States was eigh- 
teen hundred and five millions of gold and 
eight hundred and fifty millions of silver, 
and nine-tenths of this total was produced 
in the forty years ending December 31,1888. 
Our country has $15 in specie per capita 
for each one of its inhabitants. 


While money civilizes and is 
a 
most 
essential factor in the maintenance and ad- 
vance of civilization, honesty and learning 
have never by us, as a nation, been subordi- 
nated to the love of or acquisition of wealth. 


The pioneers whose 
camp-fires, from 
Massachusetts 
Harbor 
westward, 
have 
marked the advance line in the conquests 
of industry, have been for the most part 
men imbued with the spirit cf true religion; 
men who. opposed to tpe sujircmacy of the 
church, still recognized it as a necessary 
factor in the upbuilding of a successful 
commonwealth, and provided generously 
for its growth and conservation. 
Thus it 
was that upon the borders of unconquered 
wilds, amid tke rudest surroundlags, often 
prior to civil organization, a place for pub- 
lic worship was established, the minister 
most frequently being also tsacher to those 
who could pursue their studies beyond the 
rudimentary knowledge imparted by the 
grand women of that ^ay. who fouud time, 
in the midst of many pressing cares, to 
teach their children how to read and write.

President, said that the thousands who died 
for their country on the battle-llelds gave 
their lives "that the nation might 
live." 
Millions had responded to the call of that 
man, meeting "invasion of the public order 
as their own personal concern." and meet- 
ing their own destruction "that 
govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, and for 
the people 
should not perish from 
the 
earth." 


It is such a government that the genius 
of our people requires; such a one only 
under which our States may remain for ages 
to come united, properous, and free. 


Thomas JeflTerson. 


JeiTerson. framer of the Declaration of 
Independence and the third President ot the 
United States, was born in Virginia, April 


was a (riant in size and physical strength, 
and stood as erect as a Corinthian column. 
His boots were enormous. 
They were No. 
13. His ordinary walking shoes were No. 11. 
His hands were large in proportion, and he 
could not buy a glove to fit him and had to 
have his gloves made to order. 
His mouth 
was his strong feature, the lips being always 
tightly compressed. He weighed 200 pounds 
and there was no surplus flesh about him. 
He was tremendously muscled, and the fame 
of his strength was everywhere. 
His lart^e 
tent, when wrapped up with the poles, was 
so heavy that it required two men to place 
it in the camp-wagon. 
Washington would 
lift it with one hand and throw it into the 
wagon as easily as if it were a pair ot sad- 
dle-bags. 
He could hold a musket with one 
hand and shoot with precision as easily as 
other men did with a horse pistol. 
His 
lungs were his weak point and his voice 
was never strong. 
His hair was a chestnut 
brown, his cheeks wore prominent, and his 
head was not large in comparison to every 
other part of his body, which seemed large 
and bony at all points. 
His linger joints 
and wrists were so large as to be genuine 
curiosities. He was an enormous eater, but 
was content with bread and meat, if he had 
plenty of i t 
But hunger seemed to put him 
in a rage. 
It was his custom to take 
a 
drink of rum or whisky on awakening in the 
morning. 
Of course all this was changed 
when ho grew old. His chest was very thin. 
He had false teeth .which did not fit and 
pushed his under lip outward. 


One Hundred Years ft-om Now. 


What will our population be? 
Who shall 
say? The United States to-day contains over

History does not bear out the general belief 
that a seat in the Cabinet or a position at a 
foreign court ends a man's Presidential am- 
bition, for Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, Quincy 
Adams, Van Buren and Buchanan each served 
as Secretary of State. All of them except Madi. 
Bon and Van Buren 
represented the nation 
abroad as Ministers. General Grant was Secre- 
tary of War. Seven Vice Presidents reached 
the higher office. 
They -were John Adams, 
Jefferson, and Van Buren who were elected to 
it; and Tyler, Fillmore, Johnson and Arthur, 
who succeeded the four Presidents who died i« 
office, viz.: Gen. Harrison, Gen. Taylor, Lincoln, 
and General Gni-fleld. 


Only three Presidents occupied office aftei 
vacating the Presidential chair—Quincy Adams, 
who afterward spent seventeen years in Con. 
f 
resa; Monroe, who became a Justice of th« 


'eace;and Johnson, who was elected United 
States Senator in 1875. 


The Speakership of Congress has not proven 
conducive to the Presidency. Only one man 
•who presided over the House has reached the 
Chief Magistracy, and that was James K. Polk. 
Two of America's most brilliant sons—Henry 
Clay and James G. Blaine—are cases in point. 
Both were sent to the Legislature when young, 
and they became the Speakers of thtir respect- 
ive Housea. Thoj- were elevated to Congress, 
and each became Speaker of the House. Both 
served in the Senate and in the Cabinet as Sec- 
retary of State. They were also unsuccessful 
candidates for President. Each was defeated by 
a comparatively unknown man—Clay by Poli 
and Blaine by Cleveland. 


Virginia has furnished no less than seven 
Presidents — Washington, Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe, "Old Tippecanoe" Harrison, Zachary 
Taylor, and John Tyler. Harrison was a resi- 
dent of Ohio and Taylor of Louisiana when 
elected. 


The two Adamses. John Adams and his son, 
John Quincy Adams, were both natives of Mas- 
sachusetts. Franklin Pierce was born in New 
Hampshire and Gen. Arthur was a native of 
Vermont. 
Thus New England has had four 
representatives in the White House. 


Five of the men elevated to the office were 
either natives or residents of Ohio, and soldiers 
—viz : "Old Tippecanoe" Harrison, Gens. Grant, 
Hayes, and Garfield, and Gen. Benjamin Hur- 
rison. All but Gen. W. H. Harrison (a Virgin- 
ian by birth) were born in Ohio. Graut beciimo 
a resident of Illinois and Benjamin Harrison 
is an adopted son of Indiana. Hayes had a sin- 
gular experience in his political career. He 
was elected Governor of Ohio throe times, de- 
feating each time a Democrat of national repu- 
tation—Allen G. Thuriiian, George H. Pendle- 
ton, and "Old Bill ' Allen. The first two named 
were unsuccessful candidates for Vice Presi- 
dent. It was Thurman who admitted Hayes to 
the bar. 


New York has furnished four Presidents—Van 
Buren, Fillmore, Arthur, and Cleveland. The 
first two were natives of the State, Arthur was 
a Vermonter, and Cleveland a native of New 
Jersey. It is an odd coincidence that Fillmore 
and Cleveland were residents of Buffalo. 


Illinois never sent a native of the State to the 
White House, but two of the most illustrious 
Presidents—Lincoln, the emancipator, and Gen. 
Grant—were citizens of the State when they 
were raised to the Chief Magistracy. 


It is a singular fact that the three citizens of 
Tennessee who occupied the White House—Jack- 
son, Polk, and Johnson—Mere natives of North 
Carolina. The first two named lived in or near 
Nashville. 


As to education: Washington, Jackson, Van 
Buren, Taylor, Fillmore, Lincoln, Johnson, and 
Cleveland were not college men. Except Van 
Buren and Cleveland, who were educated in 
Bmall academies, the others received only the 
commonest kind of an education. 
Johnson 
could neither read nor write until his wife 
taught him those accomplishments. 


Both the Adamses, father and son, were Har- 
vard College graduates. 
John Quincy Adams 
was a professor at Harvard. 


Madison graduated from Princeton College, 
and Jefferson, Monroe, and Tvler received theii 
aheepskins at William and Mary College, Vir- 
ginia. 


Old Gen. Harrison graduated from the Hamp- 
den-Sidney College, Polk from the North Caro- 
lina University, Pierce from Bowdoln College. 
Di • • 
Buchanan at 
West Point. 


)ickin8on College, and Grant at 
Williams College was Garfleld'a 


alma mater, Hayes was trained at Keuyon Col- 
lego, Arthur at Union College, and Harrisou at 
Miami University. 


No less than eloven Presidents had military 
titles won on the battlefield. Washington ond 
Grant were commanding Generals; Jackson, 
William H. Harrison, Taylor and Garfield Major 
Generals; Pierce, Hayes' ond Benjamin Harri- 
aon. Brigadier Generals. Monroe was a Major 
and Lincoln a Captain. Washington, Monroe 
and Jackson took part in the Kevolution; Jack- 
son, Harrison and Taylor In the war of 1812; 
Taylor, Pierce and Grant went through the Mex- 
ican war: Lincoln fought in the Black Hawk 
war, and Grant, Hayes, Garfield and Benjamin 
Harrlaon in the war of the rebellion. 


All the Presidenta except Jackson, Taylor, 
Grant, Arthur, Cleveland and Benjamin Harri. 
son served in their State Legislatures. All of 
them except Taylor, Grant, Arthur, Cleveland 
and the new President were Congressmen. 


Jefferaon, Jackaon, Van Buren, Harrison, Ty- 
ler, Polk, Johnaon, Hayea, and Cleveland were 
Oovemora of their reapwtive Statea |or one oi 
more terms. 
Both Harriaona, the younger 
Adama, Monroe, Jackaon, Van Buren, "^ler. 
Pierce, Buchanan, Johnson, and Garfield wera 
Unit«! Statea Senatora. Garfield waa elected, 
but he never aerred, having been elected Preai- 
dent ahortly afterward. Jackson never spoks 
in the Senate. 


Seven of them were Cabinet offlciala. Jeffer. 
son, Madiaon, Monroe, John Quincy Adams, 
Van Buren, and Buchanan served as Secretary 
of State, and Gen. Grant aa Secretaiy of War 
for five montha. Both the Adamaea, Jefferaon, 
Monroe, Tippecanoe Haniaon, and Buchanan 
•were Miniatera to foreign countries. 


Only one President was a SherilT, that was 
Cleveland. Only one an Alderman, Johnaon. 
Both Johnaon and Cleveland were M^ora. Gen. 
Grant waa the youngeat Preaident, 
and "Old 
Tippecanoe' tbe oldeat, 68. Monroe. Grant, and 
Arthur were residents of New York City when 
they died. 


Several Presidents had nicknames. Jackson 
was -Old Hickory.- W. H. Harrison -Old Tippe- 
canoe," Taylor -Bongh and Beady," Buchanan 
was called "Old Buck," Lincoln «Old Abe," and 
Qen. Benjamin Harrison "Little Ben." 


GROWTH OF THE UNION 


BOW STAR AFTER STAR HAS BEEN 
ADDBD TO T H E F U I G . 


InterestlnK Historical Faets 
Concerning 
the Union Not Generally Known — From 
Elev«3 States in 1789 There Are Now 
Forty-two. 


TAXES of the Union, on March 
4,1789, when government nnder

Kentuckv'a application had been two montha 
earlier than the Green Mountain State'a, but 
tbe act admitting her waa framed so aa to take 
effect only on June 1, 1792, so that ahe came in 
second. Kfteen Statea joined in the election of 
Preaident Waabington for his second term. 


Aa New York bad aet off Vermont, and Vir- 
ginia bad aet off Kentucky, so in December, 
1789. North Carolina had aet off Tennessee, and 
early the following year this Territory waa for- 
mallv conveyed to tbe General Government, 
and by it accepted. Six yeara later Its people, 
in convention, adopted a constitution and ap- 
plied for admission Into tbe Union, which ap- 
plication waa promptly granted, to date from 
Juna 1. 1796. Long before that time the North- 
west Territory had been establi^ed under ths 
famous ordinance of July 13, 1<b7. During the 
remaining years of the century this tract waa 
slowly settled, and an act was approved April 
30, 1802, allowing the eastern portion of it to be- 
come a State on forming a constitution. This 
was effected on November 1 following, and full 
compliance with the law on November 29, 1802, 
so that Ohio then became the seventeenth 
State. 


Nine years and more passed before the admis- 
sion of another Stat«. Louisiana had been 
formed out of the territory ceded 
France un- 
der tbe treaty of April 30, 1803. The following 
year thla French territory had been divided by 
Congreaa Into two parts, the aouthern being 
called tbe Territory of Orleans and the northern 
the District of Louisiana. Tbe people of the 
former, early in 1812, formed a government un- 
der an enabling act passed by Congress eleven 
months previous, and the act for thehr admis- 
sion as the State of Louisiana waa approved 
April 8, 1812. Louisiana was followed by In- 
diana December 11,1816; by MissisaippI Decem- 
ber 10, 1817; by Illinois December 3 1818, and 
by Alabama December 14, 1819, making four 
new States in fovur aucceaalve Decembers. In- 
diana 
and 
Illinois, of 
course, bad been 
formed 
from 
the 
Northwest 
Territory; 
the 
other 
two 
from 
territory 
ceded 
to 
the 
United 
Statea 
by 
South 
Carolina and Georgia. Maine also quickly fol 
lowed, March 15, 1820, being formed out of a part 
of Massachusetts; while Missouri, which was 
formerly the District of Louisiana, and had re 
celved itc new name in 1812, was admitted Au 
gust 10, 1821. Hers was one of the most mem- 
orable of all admissions, for the act authoriziuf; 
it was also entitled an act "to prohibit slavery 
in certain Territories," passed March C, 1820. 
The memorable debates on that subject resulted 
in the appointment of a joint committee of 
Senate and House, which reported a "resolution 
providing for the admission of the State of Mis 
souri into the Union on a certain condition,' 
which condition was formally accepted. 


The nine vears from 1812 to 1821 had thus been 
fruitful to the extension of the Federal system, 
having resulted in the admission of seven new 
States covering a large area. This activity in 
State-making waa followed by a lull lasting fif 
teen years, during which no State was added. 
But when the first half century of the Govern- 
ment under the Union drew to a close the event 
was prefaced by the creation of two new States 
—Arkansas, formed out of the French Territory, 
atlmitted June 15, 1836; Michigan, formed from 
the Northwest Territory, admitted January atj, 
1837. Thus the fifty years closed with twenty, 
six States In the Union. 


Another long interval followed before a new 
period of State-forming activity. Spain had 
ceded Florida to the United States uuder the 
treaty of February 22, 1810, and twenty years 
ttiterward, in 1839, its peoi>le f^ought admission 
as a State. But a contest arose over the pro- 
posal u) divide the territorv for the purpose ol 
ultimate admission into the Union of East and 
West Florida. 
The wariness which had for 
many years existed regarding the admission ol 
a great preponderance of either Northern oi 
Southern States prolonged this dispute, and 
meanwhile tbe great Northwest bad begun to 
grow rapidly. The consequence was a doublt 
admission, the first in the history of tbe 
country—though now outdone by the recent 
quadruple admission—the Territories profiting 
by it being Iowa and Florida. There was some- 
thing very significant in the extreme southeast 
and the extreme northwest of the then popu 
lated regions being brought in together as if tc 
offset each other. It happened, however, that 
the admission of Iowa was not consummated 
till 1846. and meanwhile Texaa came in ahead ol 
her. 
Tbe act of March 3, 1845, followed the 
usual formula except for including two States 
instead of one: 


"That the States of Iowa and Florida be, and 
the same are hereby declared to be. States ol 
the United States of America, and are berebj 
admitted into the Union on an equal footing 
with tbe original Statea in all respects what- 
ever." 


Tbe entrance of Texaa, which occturred neat 
tbe end of 1845, waa exceptionajl as the first ad 
miaslon of an independent republic, and also, 
of course, in Its being followed by war with 
Mexico. In 1848 Wisconsin came in, and Call 
fornla followed in 1850. Another Interval ol 
eight years then occurred without the admis- 
sion of a State, succeeded by a period of nine 
yeara during which no fewer than six State» 
were admitted. Theae were Minnesota, in 1858; 
Oregon, in 1859; Kansas, In 1861; West Vir- 
ginia, in 1863; Nevada, in 1864; Nebraska, in 
1867. Then, after another nine yeara, came Col- 
orado, in 1876. Finally, after an interval ot 
thirteen years, we see tbe first century of the 
Union rounded out by four new Statea, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Waabington and Mon 
tana.

A Notable Event in the History of Ameri- 
can Liberty. 


Tbe centennial celebration on April 30 marki 
the most interesting and most important event 
In the history of American liberty. The declara- 
tion and 
the war of the revolution which 
established it waa the beginning of a new epoch 
in the hiatory of nations, but all the labors and 
sacrifices of that time would have been in vain 
had not a government been devised which har- 
monized to a great extent the confiictiug ideas 
of State and national authority. 


After experiencing all the inconveniences of 
an inadequate and powerless central authority, 
and staggering along under the confederacy fot 
eleven >-eara, the Statea finally adopted the 
preaent Conatitutlon, though not without ex- 
treme reluctance. Tbe framera concluded their 
labora in Philadelphia September 17,1787, and 
provided that the ratification of tbe conventions 
of nine Statea for tbe eatabliahment of the Con- 
stitution ahould be aufficient aa between tbe 
Statea ao ratifying, ao little faith bad they that 
all the thirteen would accept tbe inatrument. 
It waa not until midaummer of tbe following 
year that tbe conaent ofthe requisite nine Statei 
waa obtained, with the ratification by Nev 
Hampahlre. 


Then followed Virginia and New York, makin( 
eleven States, and the Continental Congresa ap- 
pointed the firat Wedneaday of January, 1789, for 
the Statea to chooae eleotora; the firat Wednea- 
day in February for thoae electors to chooa4 
a President and Vice-President, and the firat 
Wednesday in March for the new Government 
to go into operation at tbe city of New York. 
The last-named day fell on the 4th of March. 
That day baa long been familiar to every Ameri- 
can, and it la a poszle to many minda now wh* 
the aoth of April should be the anniversary ol 
the celebration and not the 4th of March. If 
the latter day had been fixed for this centennial 
observance all would have understood it, and 
yet It would not have been the proper day.

A New Clothesline.—A new clothes- 
line is an undisputed nuisance, bnt if 
the house-wife will boil it until tender» 
or, in other words, until it is soft and 
perfectly pliable, she will find it much 
more satisfactory when used. After 
boiling, it should be hung in a warm 
room until dry, and not allowed Ui 
"kink." 
A line, when not in nse, 
should be taken down, rolled into a 
ball, and pitt away until needed again. 
With care a line will last a long time, 
and never soil the clothes it comes in 
contact with.

LAl'NDRY ITKM. 


Shirt bosoms never blister if starch- 
ed on tbe right side, but if they are 
wrong side out when starched they are 
apt to do so. Pour mixed starch into 
boiling water instead of pouring boil- 
ing water on the starch, in that way 
never using more starch than is neces- 
sary, as the simple starch and watet 
can be saved. 


FRUIT STBIXS. 


Stains of fruit on good table linen 
can be removed without injury by using 
the following M ith care: Pour boiling 
water on chloride of lime, in the pro- 
portion of one gallon to a quarter of a 
pound, bottle it, cork it well, and in 
using be careful not to stir it. Lay the 
stain in this for a moment, then apply 
white vinegar and boil the table linen. 


HAIR TOXIC. 


A fine tonic for the hair is one-hall 
water and one half bay-rum. made 
bitter with quinine. 
This must be 
rubbed into the scalp twice a day. Bnt 
it is thought to darken the color of the 
hair. 


KITCHKN KCOXOMY. 


Hasty Pudding—To a quart of boiled 
milk add the yelks of two eggs and a 
little salt: stir in gradually ilour until 
it is of a gtxid thickness. 
Let it boil, 
stirring all the while; pour into a dish 
and serve with sauce. 


Batter Pudding—Beat up six eggs, 
add a quart of milk, six tablesjxxinfuls 
of flour, eight bitter almonds blanched 
and grated, one tablespoonful of salt 
and one of ground ginger; mix all to- 
gether and pour into a buttered baking 
dish; tie a cloth over it, and boil one 
hour and a quarter. 
Serve with melted 
bntter and sugar. 


Apple Jelly—Take two dozen sonr 
apples, pare' them and cover with 
water; let boil until reduced to a pnlpf 
strain through a jelly bag, and to 
every pint add one pound of white 
sugar, flavor with lemon juice; boil 
for fifteen minutes and skim occasion- 
ally ; try a little on a plate, and when 
it jellies it is done enough. 


Pop Overs—Two beaten eggs, twt 
cups of boiled milk, two cups of flonr; 
wet the flour with a little of the milk 
to prevent lumping, then add the re- 
mainder ; pour in buttered cups until 
half full, and bake in a quick ovea 
twenty minutes.
